Throughout Western Europe crude birth rates 
are well below the values reached in the immedi- 
eninmaal aucune ate postwar years, and in most countries they 

are but little above the prewar levels. By con- 
trast, the birth rates of Australia, New Zealand, Canada, and the United 
States substantially exceed their prewar levels, and in 1953 the rates 
for Canada and the United States were even above the averages for the 
postwar years 1946-48. 


THE BIRTH RATE 


The front cover chart of this issue presents the material for a 
number of countries for which relatively comparable data are available 
in the newly issued romper apinc Yearbook of the United Nations for 
1954. The chart relates the prewar, postwar, and 1953 experience for 
16 countries of Western and Southern Europe, the United States, and the 
three British commonwealths mentioned above. The horizontal scale 
shows the average crude birth rates for the years 1946-48 in terms of 
the averages for 1935-39 as 100. The vertical scale gives the rates for 
1953 in the same terms. 





If the birth rates for 1953 had equaled the averages for 1946-48, 
they would have fallenonthe line sloping upward at 45 degrees from the 
intersection of the 100 percent values. In fact only two countries, Can- 
ada and the United States, lie above this line, i-e., had crude birth rates 
in 1953 that exceeded the average for the immediate postwar years. On 
an analogous chart dealing with general fertility rates or grossre- 
production rates, these points for Canada and the United States would 
be even higher. The birthrates in 1953 were held down by the fact that 
the total populations used as the denominators of the birth rates included 
the large numbers of children born since 1940 and not yet of reproductive 
age. In all the other countries shown on the chart the rates for 1953 
are well below the 1946-48 levels. This is true even for Italy, Spain, 
and Portugal, whose rates for the immediate postwar years were already 
as low as or lower than those for the years 1935-39. 


Apart from Italy, Portugal, and Spain, all of the countries shown 
on the chart had birth rates during the immediate postwar years that 
were well above those for the prewar period 1935-39. The smallest 
increases on the horizontal scale were from 13 to 18 per cent and came 
in Northern Ireland, Belgium, Scotland, Ireland, and Austria. In nine 
countries the increases ranged from 22 to 39 per cent, and in three, the 
United States, Norway, and New Zealand, they ranged from 42 to 48 per 
cent. For all of the countries shown the 1946-48 rates averaged 25 per 
cent higher than those for 1935-39. Although the chart does not permit 
an examination of the matter, there was in fact no correlation between 
the height of the rates before the war and their changes up to 1946-48. 


The striking thing about the distribution on the vertical axis, 
which shows the 1953 birthrates inrelationto those for 1935-39, is that 
the data fall into four clusters. The rates for Spain, Portugal, and 
Italy fall well below those for 1935-39. In all but two of the remaining 
European countries, the birth rates by 1953 had dropped to within 10 
per cent or less of the prewar level. Moreover, for these eleven Euro- 
pean countries, it isclear that there isno correlation between the values 
for 1953 and those for the immediate postwar years. 


























France and Norway are conspicuous exceptions in Western Eu- 
rope. Their rates for 1953, although lower than those of the immedi- 
ate postwar years, remained 25 per cent above the prewar level. 


The largest changes of all were inthe United States, New Zealand, 
Canada, and Australia where birth rates in 1953 ranged from 33 to 44 
per cent above those for 1935-39; whereas for all the countries shown 
on the chart the 1953 rates were on the average 11 per cent above the 
prewar values. 


Clearly there is no simple relation between the 1946-48 values 
and those for 1953. Although for the whole group of countries the cor- 
relation (plus 0.85) is rather close, it means little more than that a few 
of the rates (for Spain, Portugal, and Italy) were low at both dates, 
whereas a fewothers (those for the United States, New Zealand, Canada, 
Australia, Norway, and France) were high at both dates. In the eleven 
remaining countries of Western Europe the birth rates that had risen 
substantially after the war, had all by 1953 subsided to within 10 per 
cent of the prewar levels.

IN AFRICA AND ASIA of demographic ignorance. Estimates 
of present and future populations were 
alike conjectural. Knowledge is still limited, but progress in the past 
decade has been rapid. Government planning has necessitated greater 
emphasis on statistical activities, while advances in techniques of sam- 
pling and enumeration have permitted the collection of data within an 
African setting. There have been a few more ethnological field studies 
that were concerned with demographic processes and interrelations. 
Population pressure in native reserves, migrant labor, detribalization, 
and other problems that are demographic in whole or in part have at- 
tracted the attention ofterritorial governments and international organ- 
izations. The question of the fertility of the indigenous population and 
changes in that fertility in response to social change and economic trans- 
formation begins to be seen as acritical factor in the long-run popula- 
tion prospects of the continent. The cumulating information is highly 
specific, however, and conclusions diverge widely. 


It is appropriate, therefore, that we introduce a résumé of some 
statistical developments and field studies in Africa by noting the volume 
edited by Frank Lorimer entitled Culture and Human Fertility. The 
theoretical formulation relies heavily on African studies, and.reports 
on African groups predominate in the documentation. ([Citation, 21: 
Title 1083.] Culture and Human Fertility was done under the auspices 
of a Committee on Population Problems of Countries in Process of 
Industrialization appointed in 1951 by the International Union for the 
Scientific Study of Population. The specific mandate and the financial 
subsidies came from the United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization. The task was an analysis of ''social and cultural 
conditions affecting fertility in non-industrial societies." 





In his opening essay, Lorimer has founda major unifying hypoth- 
esis in the relation of kinship systems to fertility. More specifically, 











"corporate unilateral kinship groups and the related emphasis on mother 
rights or father rights in social organization tend to generate strong 
motivations for high fertility."" (P. 90) Cognatic kinships with emphasis 
on nuclear families are conducive to lower fertility or to weaker positive 
motivations for high fertility. 


The basic theory of the social and economic superiority of the 
corporate lineage over alternative forms of social organization is ex- 
tended to a variety of ecological and contact situations. The higher 
fertility of the unitary lineage groupis likely tobring increase in popu- 
lation. Under intertribal conflict, the more integrated organization, 
higher morale, and larger numbers of the corporate kin group lead to 
its survival and ascendancy over other people. The extended family, 
joint family, or other close-knit group of families may also provide 
strong support for parenthood, but this is regarded as less compulsive 
than in primitive societies withcorporate kin groups. Apathetic accept- 
ance of circumstances where traditional values have been weakened by 
social disorganization ''... tends to promote a high level of fertility 
through relaxation of restraints on man's biological propensity for pro- 
creation." (P. 248) However, acute social disorganization may also lead 
to lowered fertility through releasing modes of behavior inherently in- 
compatible with stable group life, especially if these are associated with 
disease and other physiological factors increasing sterility. 


This is an overcondensed and perhaps too rigid statement of 
Lorimer's hypothesis, for the argument is developed throughout in ten- 
tative terms. Empirical validation is difficult. Among societies with- 
out disorganization, levels of fertility should be proportionate to the 
extent and the intensity ofthe orientation of tribal life and values around 
the matrilineal or patrilineal kin group. Social disorganization could 
lead to high or low fertility, depending on psychological reactions and 
the presence or absence of venereal disease or other deterrents to child- 
bearing. On conceptual grounds, one can but question whether there are 
not alternative theoretical interpretations of the relations of fertility to 
social, cultural, economic, and political factors. With diversities in 
cultures as great as they are, it seems rather improbable that there 
would be one aspect of social structure that operated uniquely to generate 
positive motivations for high fertility and to create superiority in eco- 
nomic and political survival and ascendancy. Culture and Human Fer- 
tility will stimulate discussion; it is to be hoped that it also stimulates 
theoretical work. 





With African marriage and kinship systems as well as economic 
and governmental structures in transition, generalizations about the 
demography of the original or the contemporary cultures require a 
cumulation of many studies onmanycultures. The analysis of available 
field studies for their consistency with or divergence from the results 
of official statistics on fertility does not necessarily yield conclusions 
that can be extended far beyond the specific areas and types of situa- 
tions to which both anthropological studies and official statistics pertain. 
The demographic work of the Rhodes Livingstone Institute has included 
not only demographic field studies but cooperation with the Central 
African Statistical Department on field techniques for sample surveys. 
The general interrelation offield research and governmental statistical 
development extends into the Belgian and the French areas of Africa. 
An examination of the locale and the history of the field studies presented 
in Culture and Human Fertility illustrates this same type of relationship. 
Moreover, both field research and official statistics are related to the 
integration of the African into the exchange economy and the emergence 
of economic and governmental problems that reflect the passing of the 
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tribal societies. Meyer Fortes' ''A Demographic Field Study in Ashanti" 


was but one segment ofa social, geographic, andeconomic survey of the 
territory of Ashantiinthe Gold Coast. The "Report on Fertility Surveys 
in Buganda and Buhaya, 1952,'' by Audrey I. Richards and Priscilla 
Reining, was a field study of groups that the East African census of 1948 
had indicated as having relatively low fertility. 


In Africa, the alternative to tentative generalizations on the basis 
of limited data for relatively few areas is the refusal to move beyond 
local description. Despite the progress of recent years, complete enu- 
merations or territorial sample surveys remain limited in number and 
in items covered. A recent tabulation by the Statistical Office of the 
United Nations indicates that modern censuses have not yet been taken 
in the Belgian Congo, Ethopia and Eritrea, Liberia, Nyasaland, Ruanda- 
Urundi, Sierra Leone, and the Sudan. The 1951 census of the Gambia 
covered the Colony only. The recent censuses in the French-adminis- 
tered areas of the Cameroons and Togoland, French Equatorial Africa, 
French Somaliland, French West Africa, the Comoro Islands, and Mada- 
gascar covered European and assimilated popvlations only. 


In most of the censuses that have been taken, detailed informa- 
tion on characteristics is secured for Europeans and other intruded 
groups, whereas dataon Africans are limited largely to location, tribal 
affiliation, sex, and perhaps broad age group. These Africans are dis- 
persed over great regions, where movement and contact are difficult. 
They are largely illiterate and often suspicious. Age as such is unknown 
and difficult to ascertain even in approximation, while childbirth and 
death are surrounded with reticences. Analysis of fertility through the 
data of omnibus censuses and national vital statistics systems may be 
possible in a remote future when African cultures and economies have 
changed, but by then psychological adjustments and reproductive mores 
may differ substantially from those of the pristine tribal societies. 


The development of the theory of sampling with its resulting 
possibilities for intensive surveys of lifetime or current fertility per- 
mits the collection of relatively accurate data of known relevance and 
hence analysis of the levels and characteristics of fertility at present 
and in the recent past. As J. R. H. Shaul has indicated, the problems 
in the application of sampling to Africa are not those of theory but of 
administration. Thedesign of demographic sampling differs from area 
to area; the problem of the sample frame differs according to the prob- 
lem and the type of data available. In Central Africa there was single- 
stage sampling from lists of taxpayers; in East Africa, the Gold Coast, 
and Nigeria the frames were drawnup onthe basis of population counts. 
Research on these and other problems of sampling is proceeding in a 
variety of places throughout the continent. 


There are also problems of devising techniques of securing ac- 
curate quantitative information from the population sampled. This in- 
volves the use of ingenious means of indirect dating, the correlation of 
physiological regularities with age status or age grades, and the use of 
approaches that avoid resistances or taboos. The data procured in the 
African surveys pose major analytical problems, for they are seldom in 
forms directly appropriate for the application of Western techniques of 
analysis. Here alsothere is considerable research on methods of deri- 
vation of standard measures and on the development of measures ap- 
propriate to the data that are or can be procured. 


Summary of the results of field studies and official data for the 
regions or subcultural areas of Africa is not possible within the scope 








of this note. The developments inthe Gold Coast, however, may be noted 
as possibly indicative of the trends in research elsewhere. The Gold 
Coast is one of the West African regions long incontact with Europeans 
but inhospitable to settlement by them. Its population is African, its 
agriculture that of native owners producing commercial crops, its native 
economy one of the most prosperous in Africa, its political development 
the most advanced. In connection with the 1931 census, questionnaires 
on fertility and infant mortality were circulated to medical and health 
officers, each of whom was tosecure information for 100 "old women." 
The average number of live-born children per woman was 5.32. In the 
1948 census there was a sample survey of fertility that covered some 
one-fortieth of the women aged 15 and above. The average number of 
children ever born per woman aged 40 to 45 was 5.36 for the Gold Coast 
and 5.69 for Ashanti Province. Inthe study of the fertility of the Ashanti 
women of Agogo township of Ashanti Province by Meyer Fortes, the 
number of live births reported per woman aged 40 to 45 was 5.46. Fortes 
had found fertility at similar levels in his earlier study of two samples 
of the Tallensi, a tribe living on the plateau of the Gambaga Scarp in 
the North Territory of the Gold Coast. 


In Central Africa, the Belgian Congo, and Eas: Africa the dif- 
ferences in fertility among the provinces of any given area are appre- 
ciable. The first of the territorial sample studies of African fertility, 
Report on the Demographic Sample Survey of the African Population of 
Southern Rhodesia, yielded a crude birth rate of 46.2 for the area as a 
whole, with a provincial range from 39.9 in Gwelo to 53.3 in Salisbury. 
J. Clyde Mitchell's study of fertility in some Lao hamlets of Nyasaland 
showed an average of 5.5 live births to women aged 50 and above, with 
gross reproduction rates of 2.8to2.9. Inthe Belgian Congo, V. Brebant's 
analysis of the sample of the registers for 1952 indicated a crude birth 
rate of 33.1 for the area as a whole. The birth rate was 39.9 in Léo- 
poldville, 27.4 in Equateur, and 24.5 in Orientale. Brebant cites various 
of the studies of the low fertility tribes with special reference to the 
types of explanations in physiological and social terms. 











In East Africa the sample census of 1948 indicated generally 
high levels of fertility combined with substantial regional variations. 
The estimated crude birth rate was 44 in Tanganyikaand 42 in Uganda. 
In the provinces of Uganda, however, rates were 48 in Eastern, 45 in 
Western, and 30 in Buganda. The fertility surveys in selected villages 
in Buganda (Uganda) and Buhaya(Tanganyika),made by Audrey I. Richards 
and Priscilla Reining of the East African Institute of Social Research 
for the UNESCO study of fertility, found the average number of children 
ever born per woman aged 45 and above tobe 3.7 in the Buhaya sample, 
as compared with 4.3 for the Bukobea District and 4.4 for all Tanganyika 
in the census of 1948; 3.0 in the Buganda sample as compared with 3.2 
for the Mengo District, 3.7 for Buganda, and 4.8 for all Uganda in the 
census of 1948. Proportions sterile at ages under 35 were very high; 
the tentative conclusion was that the low fertility was largely physio- 
logical in character. Unfortunately, neither the demographic analysis 
nor the study of the relations of medical and demographic factors were 
completed when the UNESCO study was published. 


In general, studies of the fertility of Africans reveal a rather 
high fertility for broad geographical areas, with substantial variations 
as between lesser areas andtribal groups. Evidence from field studies 
of the peoples with lower fertility suggests that physiological factors 
subject to control by modern medicine and nutrition play a major role. 
Actual rates of increase in many areas are consistent with current 
vital rates that would result in a doubling of the population in 25 or 30 



























years. Recent reports of the Economic and Social Council of the United 
Nations andthe Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations 
have assessed the present economic and resources situation of Africa 
in the light of culturally feasible possibilities for the future. Further 
development of the indigenous economies requires an expansion of a way 
of life in which some production for the market is combined with sub- 
sistence activities. Increased market production consistent with the 
preservation of the land and rising levels of living for a growing popu- 
lation requires the development of transportation systems, education 
for improved farming, and a decrease in migrant labor. 


As seen in developmental plans, the African moves toward an 
agricultural life rather comparable to that which has generated the 
massive populations of Asia. This occurs in a situation in which trans- 
portation systems and community activities are likely to be correlated 
with rapid declines in mortality and possibly appreciable increases in 
fertility. Resources are sufficiently abundant so that demographic crises 
are not inherent in rapid population increase for a generation or two. 
But the persistent relationship between the ways of life of the agrarian 
society and high fertility in Asia suggests that there may be difficulties 
for Africa in the long run. If this is so, the studies of attitudes toward 
and limitations of fertility now being made in India and Japan may be 
significant for Africans as well as for Asians. 


The difficulties of research and experiment in the field of family 
planning are illustrated in two recent Indian studies. Survey of Fertility 
and Mortality in Poona District, by V. M. and Kumudini Dandekar, is 
the first study from the Section on Demography and Population Studies 
of the Gokhale Institute of Politics and Economics. The authors used 
detailed questionnaires on attitudes toward family planning in a selected 
subsample of a sample of biological families from Poona city, smaller 
towns, and villages. Contraceptive practice was very limited, even in 
the city, andfew not practicing it knew much about it. However, almost 
half of the men who would answer questions as to knowledge of contra- 
ception stated that they would welcome information on the subject. Re- 
sults were quite consistent for menand women in city and rural areas. 
As the Dandekars say inconclusion, ''Positive opposition to family plan- 
ning or limitation was surprisingly small.... Ignorance wasconspicuous, 
not in the understanding of parental responsibilities, but in the almost 
complete absence of knowledge regarding contraceptive means and 
methods." (P. 173) 








In 1951 the Government of India requested the assistance of the 
World Health Organization in inaugurating studies of the use and effec- 
tiveness of the "rhythm method" of contraception. A two-volume final 
report on the pilot studies has just been issued by the W.H.O. Regional 
Office for S.E. Asia. This particular method of contraception was 
selected because it involved no expense to the couples, its practice 
would not necessarily require medical supervision, and it appeared 
consonant with Indian traditions and acceptable to Gandhian thought. 
A rural and anurban area were selected for pilot study - Ramanagaram 
in Mysore State and the Lodi Colony in New Delhi. The common aims 
were the measurement of the acceptability of the rhythm method and 
its effectiveness in reducing the number of pregnancies amouy those who 
used it. In addition, the Ramanagaram study was to measure the effec- 
tiveness of the rhythm method in reducing the birth rate of the commu- 
nity. Since the basic assumption in both studies was that information on 
the rhythm method would be disseminated on amass basis to the married 
population of India, Dr. Sten G. W. Wahlund, United Nations Technical 
Assistance Adviser, formulated rules for giving rhythm advice on the 











knowledge of only one menstrual cycle and for giving "generalized birth 
control advice, without any individual observation of the women." Each 
of these adaptations was tried in a limited population. 


The administrative and technical difficulties in the pilot study in 
Ramanagaram were great. Staff, facilities, and equipment for operating 
a training program were not secured. For tenmonths field workers had 
no transportation for getting to andfrom the villages. Government con- 
tacts were personal andindirect. Couples willing and able to cooperate 
were only a small proportion of the total. There were 1,600 households 
in the experimental area, and attitude surveys were completed for 1,088 
eligible couples. Almost three-fourths stated that they were willing to 
cooperate in learning a method of fertility control. Expressed willing- 
ness was not sufficient, however. At any giventime three-fifths to three- 
fourths of the women were either pregnant or not pregnant but not re- 
porting menses. By the final evaluation date 84 women were following 
the method, but only 41 of them were doing so regularly. Comparisons 
of pregnancies that occurred among regular and irregular users and 

"a look at other information" available for the Ramanagaram couples 
revealed a substantial increase in the interval between pregnancies 
among those who used the method. In the study of the one-cycle rule, 
24 of the 110 couples "willing to learn a method" started to follow a 
procedure that required 15 days of abstinence per cycle. Data from 
these women suggest that about half the women reporting menses would 
be protected if the rule were applied. 


The omnibus rule, also requiring 15 days of abstinence, was tried 
in a colony of sweepers and cleaners near Lodi Colony. After a brief 
period of time it appeared that few couples would adopt the rule because 
of the long, period of abstinence. In Lodi, where many women were al- 
ready familiar with the idea of planning and many had practiced contra- 
ception, only 27 of the 898 women who had stated they wished to learn a 
method of family planning were regular users of the method by Decem- 
ber, 1953. 


The general conclusion ofthe authors is that "only a small pro- 
portion of the population in both areas are sufficiently motivated as yet 
to use the rhythm method regularly for a sufficient period of time." 
(P. 80) However, they stress the fact that at least another year of ex- 
perience would be required for definitive evaluation. They also believe 
that efforts to diffuse knowledge of the method should be accompanied 
by comprehensive visual and auditory educational programs. The desig- 
nation of the two volumes under review as a Final Report leads to the 
assumption that the projects are terminated. 





The cultural, educational, and technical diversities in contem- 
porary Asia are apparent in the contrast between the attitudes toward 
and the practices of family planning revealed in these Indian studies 
and those revealed in recent Japanese studies. Industrialization has 
been in process in Japan for a century; a minority of the men labor in 
agriculture; roads, electricity, newspapers and radios extend through- 
out the countryside; and literacy is almost universal among men and 
women. Ancient traditions and modern practices likewise attest the 
existence of an action approach rather than passive acceptance of what 
is considered excessive childbearing in difficult economic situations. 


While research and public attention in Japan have been focused 
on abortion and sterilization, there has been a rapid extension of con- 
traceptive practice. In a study conducted by the Institute of Population 
Problems of the Welfare Ministry in 13 primarily rural prefectures in 
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1949-1950, 11.7 per cent of the wives below age 50 reported contra- 
ceptive practice. The proportions were 23.8 for cities, 18.3 for towns, 
10.9 for farming villages, 9.8 for mountain villages, and 6.9 for fishing 
villages. Within each residence category practice increased directly 
with extent of education. It also varieddirectly with occupational status 
from laborers to professional people. 


The possibilities for the spread of contraception among farmers 
and miners have been demonstrated by Dr. Koya and his colleagues of 
the Institute of Public Health. In their experimental studies doctors 
worked directly with the people, and there was intensive educational 
work. The decisions as to family planning and the choices of methods 
were voluntary. 


In 1952 the Institute of Population Problems ofthe Welfare Min- 
istry made a study of fertility and contraceptive practice, utilizing the 
national sample of the Bureau of Statistics. The percentage of married 
couples with wife below age 50 who practiced contraception was 21.7. 
In 1954 the Statistical Division of the Ministry of Welfare made a sur- 
vey in association with its Annual Administrative Survey on Health and 
Welfare. This survey is based on a 1/100 sample drawn at random 
from all households in Japan. In this 1954 study, the percentage of 
married couples with wife below age 50 who practiced contraception 
was 33.2. Between 1952 and 1954 the percentage of couples practicing 
limitation increased from 28.1 to 37.2 for shi (cities of 30 thousand or 
more) and from 17.6 to 30.4 for gun (the remainder of the country). 
In 1954 the rate of practice was 38.7 per cent for women aged 25 to 29, 
41.1 per cent at ages 30 to 34, and 38.1 per cent at ages 35 to 39. By 
number of children the percentage practicing was 11.5 for no children, 
30.6 for one, 42.2 for two, 41.8 for three, 37.9 for four, 30.5 for five, 
24.2 for six, and 16.8 for seven or more. In the gun the percentages 
practicing amounted to 38.1 per cent for those with two and three chil- 
dren, 35.5 per cent for those with four. The data suggest a rapid dif- 
fusion of contraceptive practice in the gun, with a consequent conver- 
gence in rates of practice by age and by number of children as between 
the shi and the gun. 


The number of reported induced abortions and female steriliza- 
tions has increased spectacularly in Japan since their legalization for 
health and economic reasons in1948. Reported induced abortions num- 
bered 246 thousand in 1949, 638 thousand in 1951, and1.1 million in 1953. 
Sterilizations at the discretion of the doctor numbered 5.6 thousand in 
1949, 15.8 thousand in 1951, and 31.5 thousand in 1953. For 1953, Dr. 
Muramatsu and Dr. Ogino estimate, there were 1.8 to 2.3 million induced 
abortions and 134 to 172 thousand sterilizations. Field studies of the 
demographic and health aspects of induced abortions and sterilizations 
have been made by Dr. Koya and hiscolleagues of the Institute of Public 
Health, and are in process of publication. Space prohibits summariz- 
ing these studies here, but it should be noted that they indicate com- 
plex but rather close relations between contraceptive practice (or its 
absence or failures), abortion, and sterilization. The national studies 
made in 1952 by the Population Problems Council of the Mainichi Press 
and the Institute of Population Problems of the Welfare Ministry also 
indicate sequential relations between contraception and abortion among 
individual women, and associations between the two in area and group 
diffusion. 


These recent studies in Japan substantiate the evidence from 
recorded vital statistics that fertility has declined sharply in the least 
developed agricultural regions of the country. The experience of Japan 








as an industrial and urban nationislittle more relevant to that of other 
Asian or African peoples than is the experience of European countries. 
If there has been a precipitant decline in fertility among the peasants 
of the northeastern regions of Tohoku and Hokkaido, research on moti- 
vations and means might have significance in the broader context of 
peasant societies whose familism and kin structures have been so re- 
sistant to willed declines in marital fertility.

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D. V. Glass and E. Grebenik, in The Trend 
‘CENSUS OF 1046 «ald Pattern of Fertility in Great Britain 

[see Title 2135 for the complete reference] 
painstakingly analyze materials fromthe Family Census of 1946. They 
divide their analysis into two main sections: one treating completed 
fertility along conventional lines and the other approaching birth-interval 
data with a new methodology. This review reserves most of its notice 
for the latter. 


The Family Census of 1946 was undertaken for the Royal Com- 
mission on Population. The last fertility census had been in 1911, and 
comprehensive vital statistics date back only to 1938. The ''census" of 
1946 represents a probability sample, with questionnaires sent to one- 
tenth of the married, widowed, and divorced women in Britain. 


The decision to keep the interview schedule short and factual 
was prompted by the shortage of trained personnel and a desire to min- 
imize refusals. Each respondent was asked for the date of her birth, 
the number of children she had borne, and the date of these live births. 
Information about the occupation of her first husband provided the basis 
for a ten-category classification of social status. Finally, several facts 
were collected about her marital history. From these data were ob- 
tained such additional items as the respondent's age at marriage, inter- 
vals between marriage and particular births, and intervals between suc- 
cessive births. Though participation was voluntary, 87 per cent of the 
women in the sample cooperated. 


The data permit Glass and Grebenik to contrast the completed 
family sizes of status groups among women married at a given age in 
a given year. Completed fertility is defined as the number of children 
born during an uninterrupted marriage duration of 20 years or more. 
Thus, the 1925 marriage cohort is the most recent one included in these 
analyses of completed fertility. By ''splicing' data from the 1946 cen- 
sus into data from the 1911 census, the comparisons are carried back 
to the 1870-79 cohort. The data analyzed are usually restricted to those 
on women whose first marriages had lasted until the time of the census 
or until age 45. 


Not all of the findings can be mentioned. Britain's fertility de- 
cline during the fifty years is evident in the virtual elimination of large 
families and the doubling of the per cent childless. In any marriage 
cohort, age at marriage is associated with the per cent childless and, 
among fertile marriages, with the eventual size of family. When sepa- 
rate status groups are examined within marriage cohorts, however, the 
association between age at marriage and fertility weakens in the status 
groups having the lowest fertility. The fertility differences between 
status groups therefore cannot be explained entirely in terms of differ- 
ing ages at marriage. Moreover, these fertility differences, after widen- 
ing until the turn of the century, seemingly stabilized during the next 
25 years. For example, over the period 1900 to 1925 women married 
to manual workers show an eventual size of family that consistently ex- 
ceeds by 40 per cent that of women married to nonmanual workers. 


A distinctive feature of the Family Census of 1946 is its informa- 
tion about birth dates. From these tabulated data it is possible to trace 
through marriage the women belonging to a particular social status and 
married at a particular age in a particular year, and to observe, for 
each such group, the distribution of family sizes at the end of each 
segment of marriedlife. Here again the analyses are usually restricted 
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to women whose first marriages lasted until the census date or until the 
women had reached age 45. 


Tables giving the average number of births realized during spe- 
cific durations of marriage are adapted by Glass and Grebenik to a num- 
ber of uses. Inquiry is made whether the fertility decline of 1900 to 
1925 depended on a wider spacing of births or on a compression of the 
childbearing period. The latter hypothesis is plainly supported in tables 
which report the proportions of all births contributed in successive 
marriage segments by women who have completed their fertility. In 
the first 5 years of marriage the 1900-09 cohort completed only 47 per 
cent of its total fertility, while the 1925 cohort completed 55 per cent. 
At the end of 10 years the percentages were 74 and 81, respectively. 
Within marriage cohorts the compression was greatest among the status 
groups having the lowest fertility. Inthe 1925 cohort, salaried employees 
completed 89 per cent of their fertility in 10 years, unskilled laborers 
only 75 per cent. 


Tables giving the average number ofbirths during specific dura- 
tions of marriage also permit meaningful comparisons of cohorts which 
have not completed their fertility. Unless marriage durations are con- 
trolled, one cannot tell whether an observed fertility difference reflects 
simply a difference in the length of married life or a genuine change in 
fertility. This kind oftable also facilitates study of the manner in which 
births are postponed and made up. An illustration is offered by the 1935 
and 1940 cohorts, the latter having been affected by the war during what 
are usually the most fertile years. Though the 1940 cohort lagged be- 
hind the other (0.94 births to 1.08) at the end of 5 years of marriage, it 
reduced the gap (1.61 births to 1.63) in the next 5 years. Such changes 
of relative position are best brought out when a series of duration- 
specific rates are calculated for each group. 


In studying the postponement and making up of births, the data 
on completed fertility are important. It appears that completed family 
size has the constancy it does partly because postponed births are made 
up in large degree. At the same time, the experience of past cohorts 
shows that when there is not a heavy stimulus toward postponement, 
higher fertility, even after a relatively short duration, offers a useful 
portent of higher eventual fertility. This applies all the more reliably 
to recent cohorts whose childbearing periods are more compressed, 
and the slight increases in duration-specific fertility shown by cohorts 
in the nineteen-forties over cohorts inthe 'thirties are more significant 
also because of the trends toward younger ages at marriage. Glass and 
Grebenik find these duration-specific fertility rates of considerable use 
in their fertility projections for Britain. Onthe basis of such data, sup- 
plemented by vital statistics, they concluce that following a gradual fall 
until 1930, ultimate family size remained stable for the 1931-40 period, 
and should increase slightly among the cohorts of the 1941-50 period. 


The authors aiso make direct use of the data on birth intervals 
to investigate the compression of the childbearing period which accom- 
panies declining fertility. The median intervals between marriage and 
particular births or between adjacent births increase in length as one 
comes ‘oward the present. When women of just one size of completed 
family size are considered, however, the contrasts disappear. With 
completed size of family held constant, cohorts show on the whole re- 
markable agreement inthe length of the median intervals between mar- 
riage and any order of birth (up to the fourth where the analysis stops) 
or between adjacertbirths. The exception is the interval between mar- 
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riage and first birth, which increases slightly in the series from the 
1900-09 cohort to the 1930-34 cohort. 


There is little modification in this picture when the manual and 
the nonmanual status groups are compared within marriage cohorts. 
The nonmanual group has a more compressed childbearing period, due 
chiefly to the higher incidence of small-family sizes. When status com- 
parisons are made separately for the different sizes of completed family, 
the contrast largely disappears. 


These regularities are impressive enough to suggest that one 
may to some extent predict eventual family size onthe basis of the inter- 
val between marriage and first birth. In the form in which the intervals 
are presented, however, the reader cannot tell the importance of this 
prediction since he does not know the spread covered by the medians. 
Further inquiry along these lines would seem worthwhile. For instance, 
is prediction from the interval between marriage and first birth favored 
or hurt by a greater incidence of birth control? 


Besides the main analyses, other features add interest to the 
total report. Early chapters discuss the problems of administering a 
large voluntary census and carrying out its tabulation in scattered of- 
fices. One of these chapters describes the very great tabulating effort 
that is involved in preparing birth-interval data for analysis. This is 
one reason why birth-interval data have received so little attention in 
past censuses, and one hopes that the new electronic equipment will 
reduce this labor in the future. 


Another important feature ofthe report is its generous provision 
of basic data. Virtually all of the detailed census tables used in the 
analyses are reproduced. (Part II of 253 pages is exclusively devoted 
to tables.) The copious tabulation, providing other demographers with 
the opportunity to try out new uses for the interval data, challenges 
them to add to the methodology initiated by Glass and Grebenik.

Glass and Grebnik's report on The Trend and 
BY Pattern of Feely a nent Bruin es 
above is in the tradition of former studies o 
os ae CO the fertility of marriage, such as that issued 
by the Registrar General based on the census of 1911. The basic data 
are those derived from the census question concerning the total number 
of children born alive. In the case of the new document, however, a 
signal advance has been made in that the data collected by the Family 
Census of 1946 include not only the total number of children born but 
also a roster of the birth dates of the children. It is this roster which 
yields the rich information onthe intervals between births, and permits 
a close study of the processes of family building and the comparison of 
these processes in various social-economic classes. 


COHORT FERTILITY 





The recent study by P. K. Whelpton, Cohort Fertility, Native 
White Women in the United States, (see 20(3):Title 1391) presents a 
different and even more radically innovative approach to the study of 
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human reproduction. This new arrangement of birth-registration data 
permits tr-cing the childbearing experience of women identified by their 
year of birth. There is a careful and extensive analysis; and the basic 
d a are displayed in full detail, tus providing a rich source of infor- 
matior f r other students to exploit. Sich arrangements of data have 
bee” so rare .nat eventhe techniques for their anulysis are not fully de- 
veloped. The main apparatus of conventional analysis is still that de- 
veloped for stu iying th fertility experience of a given year, rather than 
taut °a bith cohort of women 2s they move through life. Additional 
riethodologicel is well as substantive advances may be expected from 
tae further exploitation of these ¢c:.ta. 


In prir iple WI ipton d. ilt with births to native white women in 

ne U-tted States duriy.~ the years 1915-1949. Infact hehas had to deal 
‘ith -stimr.es of thes: bi:ths derived from the incomplete and often 
ra.» i accurate dat’ of the virth-registration area. The resulting 
r°tes ard aistributions, he points out (p. 14), are approximations of the 
teue fic ures. The ii ue feat-re is that he has been able to allocate 
birt’s for irdividiv2. ears © ween 1920 and 1949 by order of birth of 
chic and year of bir’ i. "mo. :r and to p~oduce the corr 2sponding est- 
imo.es jor native w!..ie wome iby yearof cirth and parity. In the births 
of the years 1920-1949 there ‘sincluded irtually all of she childi earing 
experience cf women borr. be’ween 1900 and 1905, and varying propor- 
tions of the experience of e.:h cohort born from 1875 through 1933. 


This array of materi: . makes possible the presentation of three 
sets of basic tables: 

1. Cumulative birth rates by order ofbirth for wornen surviving 
to specific ages and dates in each actual cohort. 

2. Distributions of women surviving to specific ages and dates 
by parity from 10,000 initial members of the actual cohorts. 

3. Annual birth probabilities by age crossed with parity for wom- 
en in each actual cohort. 


It is impossible in this briefnote to enter into a summary of the 
substantive findings. Whelpton traces the actual course of events during 
the years covered, portraying clearly the shifting trends not only in 
family size but in the timing of family building. A considerable part of 
the analysis is devoted to a study of "postponing and making-up births" 
during the depression, wartime, and postwar experience with a view to 
a sounder assessment of the underlying changes during those years. 
Against this background he presents a series of projections of future 
fertility. The greatest limitation of the work, for purposes of both analy- 
sis and projection, lies in the fact that the lack of basic data made it 
impossible to introduce marriage age and duration into the classification. 


The work on "postponment and making-up" of births and the dis- 
cussion of future prospects are highly valuable. In the opinion of the 
writer, however, the fundamental contribution of the book lies in its de- 
monstration that the real-cohort approach, with its distributions by or- 
der of birth and parity, is essential for detailed analysis of reproductive 
behavior. This work makes it clear that, at least in societies in which 
fertility is relatively volatile, the impact ofevents of the present on re- 
production can be assessed closely only inthe light of the past reproduc - 
tive experience of the groups involved.

BY tion, Louis Henry's Fécondite des Mari- 
ages: Nouvelle Méthode de Mesure, puk - 
An ee lished in 1952 as Cahier No. 16 in the 
series Travaux et Documents of the Institut National d'Etudes Démo- 
graphiques [see 20(1):Title 260], merits notice among recent attempts 
to break new ground in the study of human fertility. Thisis so because 
of the interest of his material. It is so also because distribution of the 
monograph in the United States has been unaccountably limited; many 
major libraries lack this single number from otherwise complete series 
of Institut publications. The work, hitherto not readily available to mcst 
American demographers, is fortunately still in print. 


FECONDITE DES MARIAGES 





Henry's work centers on the development and application of a 
new measure of fertility. In this way it differs from the other publica- 
tions described in this issue, all of which center on the exploitation of 
particular setsofdata. But justasthe others are of considerable meth- 
odological interest, so is Henry's of considerable substantive interest. 
For Henry applies his method to good effect in many directions. 


He starts from the position that the introduction of parity of cou- 
ple into the combi..ation of factors in terms of which fertility is meas- 
ured should facilitate the interpretation of fertility behavior in a regime 
of family limitation in disruptive times, of whicha period of war is taken 
as the type. The rationale for this position runs about as follows. By 
interrupting marital life, war interrupts the building of families. Pre- 
vailing fertility rates by duration of marriage are consequently upset. 
But war may not affect the size of family desired. If not, the probability 
that a couple will go on from any given parity to have another birth will 
not be affected unless age-connected sterility prevents, because of the 
delay, the attainment of the desired size of family. On this latter point 
it is argued that, on account of the comparative youthfulness of these 
couples and the small numbers of births desired, the ability to have 
more children will on the average be only slightly impaired. It is this 
notion of probability of increase of family that provides the new element 
in the measurement of fertility. 


Henry's full prescription for the measurement of fertility in- 
cludes deriving these probabilities for given parities. In some cases 
the probabilities of the event over the course of a year are to be de- 
rived. In other cases there is no such restriction concerning time. 


Having devised the measure, the author by no means confines 
its use to the matters for which it was designed, but goes on to develop 
a remarkably wide range of applications in considerable detail. Some 
of these applications involve very knotty statistical problems to which 
Henry proposes ingenious solutions. Justice cannot be done them here. 


The first of two major parts ofthe work is devoted to the devel- 
opment of the method in application to examples of census data concern- 
ing number of childrenever borntobirth or marriage cohorts of women 
or of couples. These data are drawn from the censuses of England and 
Wales, 1911; Norway, 1920 and 1930; the United States, 1940; and Canada, 
1941. These materials all have the virtue that they permit the statistical 
control of age at marriage, which is regarded as essential in the study 
of the determination of family size, especially in the absence of family 
limitation. Henry calculates the probabilities of increase of family by 
parity for selected marriage cohorts. Situations in which the influence 
of family limitation is believed slight or nonexistent are contrasted with 
definitely ''Malthusian" situations. A rather parallel development 























through time of the probabilities of increase for the different parities 
is demonstrated. The calculations, particularly those on the earliest 
marriage cohorts from the census of England and Wales, suggest that 
the probabilities of increase for families having had at least one child 
are the same for all parities at a given age ofreaching the parity. The 
author generalizes this proposition as alaw holding, with perhaps some 
qualification, for populations free of family limitation. He then turns 
this law to account in an interesting discussion of questions of ' ‘physi- 
ological sterility" and "natural fertility."’ This part of the study is not 
concluded in the volume under discussion but is continued in an article 
appearing considerably later. [See Title 2136, this issue.] The point of 
view that emerges from this discussion, in the two publications, concerns 
the nature of "natural fertility,'' that is, fertility unrestricted by inten- 
tional birth control. It is that the probability of conception per unit of 
time remains constant from marriage until the onset of permanent ste- 
rility except for periods oftemporary absolute sterility during and fol- 
lowing pregnancy. This statement does not imply that either the prob- 
ability of conception or the time of onset of permanent sterility is the 
same for all couples. It means only that the probability of conception 
within the indicated limitations is constant for each couple. 


In the second of the two major parts of the volume Henry returns 
to his original task of applying the probabilities of increase to the study 
of disrupted fertility. For this purpose time series of year-by-year 
values are required. It is thus not possible to make use of the ultimate 
probabilities for cohorts, without reference to a unit period, that were 
helpful in the earlier part. Hypothetical cohorts, summarizing the ex- 
perience of a year or other short period, must be synthesized. The 
necessary data for doing this in the obvious way are rarely available. 
Henry offers two methods, each useful in its turn, for approximating 
the required probabilities of increase in a unit period. Bothinvolve the 
use of substitute distributions of births by birth-interval. These dis- 
tributions, one for each parity, are drawn from interwar data on the 
provinces of Czechoslovakia and from French data on a sectional pop- 
ulation. Finding that the synthesized probabilities for the different par- 
ities tend to move together over time except in special circumstances, 
Henry considers that it is valid to calculate a summary index of them 
in the form of a mean number ofbirths per marriage and that this index 
provides the best available means for assessing implications of the 
current demographic situation of a population. 


An anticipation of Henry's work with . probabilité d'agrandisse- 
ment’ ' occurred in Norman B. Ryder's useof ' ‘parity progression ratios" 
in his paper, ''Long-run and Short-run Changes in Canadian Family 
Size,'' presented at the 1951 annual meeting of the Population Associa- 
tion of America. A summary of this paper appeared on pages 165-166 
of Population Index 17(3). Methodological aspects were treated at length 
in his unpublished Ph.D. dissertation (Princeton University), The Cohort 
Approach. Essays inthe Measurement of Temporal Variations in Demo- 
graphic Behavior. Ryder approaches the synthesis of period rates ina 
manner different from that of Henry. The simpler matter of deriving 
ultimate probabilities for cohorts from census distributions by number 
of children ever born is handled by the two authors in a very similar 
way.

Each April Population Index publishes a 
table of stable-population parameters. The 
unre aera intrinsic rate columns in this table have 
for many yearscontained more blanks than 
entries. Intrinsic rates have been frequently omitted because the reg- 
ular sources from which the rest of the tables are drawn often do not 
publish them, and because the calculation of intrinsic rates by conven- 
tional methods is excessively time consuming. 





THE CALCULATION OF 


This year the table, "Intrinsic Vital Rates and Corresponding 
Reproduction Rates,"' includes a large number of newly calculated in- 
trinsic vital rates based on two approximations which are much simp- 
ler than the original techniques of calculation given by Lotka. [Dublin 
and Lotka, 1925] 


The first approximation yields an estimate of the intrinsic rate 
of growth. It is based on two formulas:

where NRR isthe net reproduction rate, GRR is the gross reproduction 
rate, r is the intrinsic rate of increase, T is the mean length of fe- 
male generation, and J,,/{, is the female probability of surviving to 
age T. 


The first formula is exact, while the second is approximate. 
The first is found in Dublin and Lotka's original article, ''On the True 
Rate of Natural Increase," while the second has been used occasionally 
to estimate the net reproduction rate from the gross rate. [E.g., Depoid, 
1941; Woofter, 1947] The second formula is intuitively plausible when 
one notes that:

Thus equation (2) followsfrom (4) andthe assumptionthat 4 in (4) may 
be estimated as equal to T, the mean length of generation. Since T 
represents (more or less) the mean age of childbearing, it is a reason- 
able mean value to try. 


The intrinsic rate of increase can be estimated by an easy cal- 
culation on the basis of this assumption, provided the net reproduction 
rate, the gross reproduction rate, and the appropriate life table are 
available. The procedure is: 


a) Determine T from the relation (2) ).. - J, amr and the 


life table. 

b) Determine r from the relation (1) o* = NRR. 

The accuracy of the approximation has been tested by comparing 
the results it yields with the results of exact computations of T for 
17 different countries. The outcome of this test is shown in the ac- 
companying scatter diagram. 

Since r and T are reciprocally related (rT = log, (NRR)), 


the per cent error in estimating r is precisely the same as that in the 
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estimate of T. T could be estimated by using its mean value. The 
root mean square error (¢,,) would be 0.80 years or about 2.7 per cent 
of the average value of T. The root mean square error of estimate 
from using the approximation is 0.52 years or about 1.8 per cent of 
average of T. If we allow for the apparent slight systematic bias in 
this estimate of T by using a regression line drawn by least squares 
through the 17 points in the figure, the root mean square error is re- 
duced to 0.27 years, or about 0.9 per cent. The approximate r's in the 
table are derived from the regression line; and, assuming the 17 points 
are representative of the universe of all T's, the probable error is sub- 
stantially less than one per cent of r. 


The second approximation is used to determine b, the intrinsic 
birth rate. This approximation was suggested by Lotka. [Lotka, 1939] 
It depends on the exact relation:

This equation provides an estimate of b, using the following 
approximate values: (a) the approximate r described above; (b) an 
estimate of A, as the age at which é. is equal to x; and (c) estimates 


of A 9 and A 3 as the average ofthe values presented by Lotka for four 


United States and four England and Wales female life tables. [Lotka, 
1939, p. 29] 


The root mean square error in the estimate of b for the 17 
countries is only 0.14 births per 1,000 population or 0.7 per cent of the 
average value of b. The approximate stable death rate is obtained by 
subtracting the approximate r from the approximate b. 


Intrinsic rates share the limitations of the net and gross repro- 
duction rates. These limitations are clearly and authoritatively de- 
scribed by Stolnitz and Ryder. [Stolnitz and Ryder, 1949] Briefly, in- 
trinsic rates apply to only one sex (here the female), and the rates for 
the two sexes in one population are frequently incompatible — for example, 
the male and female intrinsic rates of increase may differ substantially, 
although a difference is not consonant with a continuing reasonable sex 
ratioatbirth. Intrinsic rates show the implications of an indefinite con- 
tinuance of the age-specific vital rates of one period, even though the 
observed rates may be the result of purely transitory forces — for ex- 
ample, when rapid changes in the age at marriage have a temporary 
effect on fertility rates. But if used with an appreciation of their limi- 
tations, the intrinsic rates are informative. They show what rates of 
growth, of births, and of deaths would be associated with a particular 
set of female age-specific mortality and fertility rates if the age dis- 
tribution were wholly determined by those rates rather than by the for- 
tuitous history of an actual population — although the particular history, 
by establishing marital composition and prior childbearing experience, 
is a strong determinant ofthe fertility rates themselves. Intrinsic rates 
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are thus analogous to life-table values which show (for example) what the 
average age at death would be if the age distribution were wholly de- 
termined by current mortality experience. Neither intrinsic rates nor 
life-table values should be considered as predictions - especially when 
fertility and mortality rates are highly volatile — but both are useful ad- 
juncts to crude vital rates.

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1954 graphic statistics is nearly 300 pages 
longer than its predecessor, and most 
of the additional space is devoted to natality, the feature of this issue.

Under the heading ''Population" 
are 3 tables of fertility data not seen since 1949-50 and another table 
that appears for the first time, giving for 121 areas the married popu- 
lation by age and sex at the latest censuses. The 7 tables under the 
headings "Marriages" and "Divorces" later in the book, have been con- 
tinued and somewhat expanded. The only table appearing in the 1953 
Yearbook to be omitted in 1954 is that giving the areas, enumerated 
populations, and intercensal rates of increase, 1850-1953.
